Penicillin Applied Locally 
For treatment of upper respira­ 
tory infections they think the peni­ 
cillin should not lie taken by mouth 
or given by injection, but rather ap­ 
plied locally to the nose and throat. 
In colds the nose and throat were 
sprayed three or four times each 
day for three days. Sixty six pa­ 
tients were treated. It was often 
found advisable to use soma solu­ 
tion in the nose such as ephedrine 
to shrink the nasal membranes be­ 
fore spraying the penicillin. It was 
found that this treatment was not 
of much value in overcoming the 
symptoms of a cold but apparently 
did aid in preventing complication* 
such as sinus infection. 


Sore Throat Patient* 
Fifty-one 
patients 
with 
•ore 
throat were treated with penicillin 
by spraying every three hoar*. Th* 


lr would appear that spraying 
with the penicillin is of great value 
also in clearing up many carriers of 
hemolyze streptococci. In live per­ 
sons who were such carriers the 
penicillin spray eliminated the con­ 
dition within two days. 
Trench mouth also responded 
* uickly to this form of treatment 
Immediately upon a diagnosia, the 
patients we re treated by spraying 
of the mouth and gums. Then they 
were given a solution of penicillin 
to use as a mouth wash. Within an 
average time of three and one-tenth 
days, the condition was cleared up 
in all eases. 
Thus, it would appear that me 
use of a penicillin solution in the 
mouth and nose may be of value in 
a number of infections, though, un­ 
luckily, it does not do much against 
that greatest of nuisance-makera, 
the common cold.
